Dr. Beattie Speaks 
At First Gathering 
Of Medical Society 

Lectures On "The Changing 
Point Of View"

Claim 8 Next Half Century 
Will S èe Amazing

Inf Klsiraddress on "The Changhig 
Point of ' Vlew" Dr. John Beattie, 
speakhig before tiie Medical Society 
in^the Medical BuUdhig last night, 
stated that there has been a change 
of attitude in aU (branches of science 
hi the past few years. Tills change 
Is especially noticeable in Europe 
where the p(»t-war generation has 
been cut-off from the pre-war stock 
by the almost total obliteration of the 
war thne géneratlotL There is no 
conttauity of outlook between the 
post-war and pre-war generation. 

For instance, physicists are far less 
emphatic in expres:hig their view- 
points than they used to be. Since 
thejlnéwèrUtheories of Einstehi have 
miadé the foundatterisjttipf M kffl B^^ 
Laws of Gravitation sliglitiyfuSRai^ 
pt^ysicists are not quite so sure of 
where they are headhig. This only 
goes^to show that the apparently se. 
cure structure of physics Is not im 
mune 'to change. Mediehie should

"A comparison between Russian 
education and that of an American in- 
stltutlbri is difficult," Vernon Mc- 
Kenzie, hèad of ' the department of 
Journalism and a man who lias spent 
some time in Russia, said.
